Dream Network Premieres 
Offering Inspiriational 
Programming, Selects MII As 
It Format 


An ambitious new cable network has premiered 
with MII as its chosen broadcast format. The Dream 
Network, which offers inspirational programming to 
urban audiences, is now being shown in the 
Washington, D.C. and Baltimore, MD cable media 
markets. 

The television studios of Gardy McGrath 
International (GMG) in Reston, Virginia serve as the 
production facility. As an award-winning full service 
MII facility, GMG was natural choice for the Dream 
Network. "This is pretty promising", notes Dave 
Gardy, president of GMG. There is a lot of potential 
for the Dream Network can grow into cable markets". 

The Dream belongs to Dr. Alvin Augustus Jones, 
the senior pastor of Christian Faith Center in Silver 
Spring, MD. Dr. Jones, a native of Washington, 
D.C., attended The American University earning a 
bachelor's degree in journalism and a master's degree 
in broadcast journalism. His resume includes 
working in the sales divisions of NBC and ABC, 
along with the radio stations WMAL and WTOP. 

He has already made arrangements for the 
network to be broadcast in suburban Maryland and 
Northern Virginia. This will give the Dream Network 
nearly one million subscribers in just a few short 
months. He is also looking to expand to other major 
urban areas such as Detroit and Atlanta. 

While Dr. Jones hopes the network appeals to all 
viewers, it will be primarily geared toward urban 
audiences throughout the country. He wants the 
network to be more than just another entertainment 
venue. More importantly, it will serve as an 
inspirational forum. "We're the only adult choice for 
an urban person watching television”. His dream is to 
have a "television network that airs 24 hours a day, 


seven days a week, within a year. In two years, at the 
most, to have the network airing in every major 
market in the nation and the Caribbean and South 
Africa". 

The Dream Network has literally been his dream 
for many years. He sees it as a way to use the best of 
his lifelong influences-from his religious training to 
his formal education to his work experience-to enrich 
people's lives and help them succeed. 

In Dr. Jones’ view, today's urban community has 
little sense of hope, but a tremendous amount of 
spirit. "Urban images on television are offensive to 
me. Right now, the only times you see black men on 
TV are on 'Cops or in basketball games. When that 
perception is seen many, many times, it stops being a 
perception and becomes reality. Television, of 
course, is the medium to reach the most the fastest 
with messages of inspiration". Dr. Jones knows that 
there are "real-life Huxtables out there", and he want 
to show them. 

Dr. Jones was particularly impressed by the 
excellent graphics capabilities of Gardy McGrath's 
animation department. Peyton Duncan, director of 
the department, created the 30-second piece animated 
opening on MII. The spot features a dove soaring 
above a city skyline at night. It flies into a torch, 
setting off the torch's explosive fire, illuminating the 
tops of buildings to spell The Dream Network. 
"That's awesome, that is awesome. That dove really 
makes it, and the torch is a symbol of hope", 
comments Jones. Hope for the urban family which 
according to Dr. Jones has been a victim of decay. 
Holding up the torch is holding up the symbols of 
strength, hope, and excellence that have been all too 
often forgotten. 

The professional look of the Dream Network's 
studio set and final broadcast program has attracted 
numerous sponsors, contributing to rapid growth. 
Gardy attributes this to the MII production quality. 
"It never fails to impress people", he remarked.O]

Two Scripps-Howard Group 
Stations 
Choose Panasonic MII 


Secaucus, NJ (December 1994) — Two Scripps- 
Howard Group television stations, WFTS in Tampa and 
WEWS in Cleveland, have selected Panasonic's MII 1/2" 
component analog video equipment as the standard for their 
news operations. Although the stations have different 
requirements, both came to the same conclusion: MII is the 
best choice for their video needs. 


In total, the Scripps Howard Group purchased 63 MII 
VTRs and players (including MII EnHanced Series models 
AU-66H recorder/editors, AU-65H studio VTRs, and AU- 
63H and AU-62H studio players; and MII PoWerSeries 
models AU-W35H studio editors, and AU-W33H and AU- 
W32H studio players) and 18 AU-410 MII dockable VTRs. 
Also, 18 AQ-11D 3-CCD digital processing cameras were 
purchased to dock with the AU-410s. 


WEFTS of Tampa, FL is one of the two stations that 
purchased MII equipment. Because of network affiliation 
changes, WFTS had to quickly establish a full news 
operation to complement more than 100 people. While the 
station's new 70,000 sq. ft. building is being constructed, a 
temporary building had to be leased for installation of 
equipment to support the news operation. 


The whole operation had to be completed in just a few 
months. Operations manager Lou Romero says that since he 
was already familiar with MII camera and tape equipment, 
and had been pleased with its overall quality and reliability, 
he knew without doubt that the promised delivery would be 
met. 


WFTS has ordered 40 MII studio VTRs and players, as 
well as 15 AQ-11/ AU-410 camera/recorder combinations. 


WEWS, the ABC affiliated in Cleveland, OH, is ranked 
#1 in its market. More than 100 people in the ongoing news 
operation scramble daily to meet news coverage 
requirements. WEWS started its move to MII in 1990 with 
a Panasonic M.A.R.C. automatic playback/record system 
that replace two older spot players. 


Next, station management decided to replace all of the 
3/4" equipment. They looked carefully at the alternatives. 
According to Engineering Manager Ed Miller, "The 
performance of MII was excellent, and the format was cost- 
effective. We needed to consolidate our formats, and MII 
was our best choice." 


WEWS' purchase includes 23 MII studio VTRs and 
players, and three AQ-11/AU-410 camera/recorder 


combinations. Miller notes that the rugged construction 
of the AU-410, including its die-cast chassis, was an 
important factor in the decision. 


With the conversion to MII complete in the station's 
eight bays and four feed islands of the production area, 
WEWS is now finishing the job by placing MII machines 
in the various offices that need tape playback.

Secaucus, NJ (December 1994) -- America's Talking, 
the new 24-hour talk cable network, includes fourteen 
hours of live programming daily, with an interactive, call- 
in format made possible by an alliance with Sprint. This 
demanding original production schedule is supported by 
five edit suites configured with MII EnHanced series 
equipment from Panasonic Broadcast 7 Television 
Systems. 


America's Talking recently acquired 32 AU-66h MII 
EnHanced Series studio recorders and AU-63H studio 
players, as well as 11 AU-55H portable recorder/players. 
This brings to 135 the number of EnHanced Series models 
delivered to CNBC and America's Talking's, both 
components of NBC. (America's Talking is the cable 
division's newest network; the programming includes such 
shows as Am I Nuts?, Alive & Wellness, Break a Leg, 
Bugged!, and Straight Forward.) This Enhanced Series 
equipment replaces earlier generations of MII gear used in 
technical operations at CNBC's Fort Lee headquarters. 


According to CNBC/America's Talking vice president 
of technical operations Warren Vandeveer, the network 
uses the AU-66h recorders and AU-63H players in A/B 
roll configurations in the five edit suites: four of the suites 
are cuts-only, with the fifth an on-line suite. The MII gear 
is also used for commercial playback automation, and in 
the playback and record facility that serves two on-air 
control rooms. The AU-%%H recorder/players are used 
in a variety of portable applications at America's Talking 
offices. 


"This new generation of MII equipment offers vast 
improvements over the previous generation that we had 
been using," Vandeveer said.
